Working through anfi with governmental agencits^ CES is able to make 
its services and^ reaourcas available to many diffarent groups of parents, 
teachers and others worjcing with children. One such network with which 
CES has established contact 'is the Cotmnimity Education Program, The 
Coittmunity Education Program arose in response to the Cornmunity Schools 
^ct -of 1974* It is conmitted to using coimnunity facilites in a systeniatic 
■ and unified way to improve the quality of life for the total comnunity. 
It operates through state education agencies, local education agencies 
and institutions of higher feducation, One\of the goals of the Community 
Bdtsofttion Progam is to ^rpviJe a variety of learning opportunities for 
tli^ tasidenta of a particular community • i 



* In July? OSS participated for three days in ^he Mid-Atlantic Conmiinity 
Education Conference in Williamsburg, Virginia, Durliig tha conference, CES 
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made three presentations to Community Bducation reprasentatives froin 
Haxylmndf Dalaware, Virginia, West Virginia, North Carolina and South 
Carolina, The focus of the presentation was on the versatility of 
Sasajne Street^ and The Electric ii^^any as a supplementary educational 
tool. As a result of these presentations, CES was requested by various 
Corfsnunity Education Program Coordinators in North Carolina to conduct 
a series of workBhopf as part -of the State funded Community Education 
Program. 

Win ton is a depressed town in the eastern area of North Carolina. 
Only aJbout thirty percent of the children graduate f^om high schoQl. The 
majority of those who drop out enter the farm lahor market. CES conductad 
two workshops in Winton. One was for educational staff who work with 
children who have special needs ^ and the other for Headstart, day eare^ 
and kindergarten staff. The workshops centered on CTS^ its materials, 
and the services it provides. CES will return in the early fall to 
conduct a series of follow-up workshops. 

Both Sesame Street and The Elactric Company are already part pf the 
Charlotte'-Mecklenhurg School system, The 40 staff raenibers who attended, 
the CES workshop in Charlotte, North Carolina were fainiliar wit^h both . 
shows, Therefore, CES washable to use this workshop to provide the sta,ff 
with in-depth information. As a consequence of the workshop, it is 
anticipated that CES will assist the teachers of the various schools in 
settijng up Electric Company Power Stations, 

In Tryon, located in western North Carolina, CES conducted a workshop 
for 55 preschool, kindergarten and elementary school teachers and 25 
tGaching aides. The workshops provided teachers and aides with information 
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that will enable them to utiliza Sesame Street, Th#, Electric Company 

and CES matarials in a more e^fectiva manner. CES will return to TryOT 

in the fall to conduct a workshop geared specifically to parents.

PRISONS 

The- Ses ante Street Pri^^on Pro ject for correctionai institutions is a 
unique approach to a variety af problems which interfere with the beiieflts 
to be derived from prison visitingi days . The projeat, which began as an 
experiment in a federal correctional institution th^ee years ago, has 
been replicated in other federal prisons, and has bemn adopted by state 
correctional institutions as well. Sesame Street Activity Areas, operated 
by inmates who have volunteered their services , are established within 
the visiting section of the institutions. The imtiata oaregivers are 
trained by CES, Children cosiving to the prison go to this Activity Axea 
and, together with the inmate caregivers, watch Sesmne Straet, read and 
play games based on the television prograni, and partioipata in educaticnal 
and recreational activities. Mter the inmate and spouse have visited 
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they mmy jaiw the children to participate^ with them in the activities. 
These Stsame Street centers have successfiilly chaiigid the tone of visiting 
day in the prisons*. No longer are visiting days chaotic,- with the children 
fruitfully^ oCGUpied, the visiting parents can spend some uninterrupted 
• time , tog© the and geherally the parents and the children have a more 
X^positive vigit^lng day. In addition, the program enhances the self-image 
of thos© inmate caregivers who, as volunteers, are participating in 
constructive and meaningful activities. 

* KiJtfcland torrectional Inatitution is a state prison located in Col^jribia, 
^ South CaroXiM, CE& has been working very closely with a group of Jay C&m 
.Chapter inmatea who desired to start a 3esaine Street program. The CES 
Appalachian Mm^inistrator trained the inmates over the course of several 
months. In aMition to the training provided by CES, the inmates received 
basic instruction in early chil<^ood development from students attending 
a local coiwmu;nity college. The CBS training has been quite comprehensive 
in natiara , cqv^^ing such areas as ^he curriculum goals of Sesame Street 
and the role of parents as teachers. Imnates read a book on the latter 
subject, took notes on it, and engaged in a discussion run by CES , The 
inmatea have aJLao taken first aid classes. 

Th^ inmates have elected to start the project on October 14, 1978. 
This data was ©elected because it is the "birthday'' of one of the Sesaine 
Street oharacta:rS'* One of the i^niates, in order that he could continue 
to ovej^^e© program at Kirk land, turned dov^n the opportunity to 
transfw to an Open Institutidn and has decided instead to stay in the 
maximijym SQCurity facility at Kirkland. The intnate's father^ having a 
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knowledge of and backgroimd In axchitectur©, has dr'awn up plans which 
v/ilL enclose the space that is being usad for th© Sesaifle Stc^t program. 
The Warden has agxeed to the renovation and th© inmates theinselves will 
do the actual construction* 

The Klrkland Jay Cae's, who docimented the developnient of the Sesame 
St^'eat program/ have won an award' from their national organisation for 
, the most innovative project undertaken by an institutionai Jay Cee chapter 
in the state. There are 356 -Jay Cee chapters in South Carolina, and only 
four awards are given each mjarter. 

• Minnesota Correctional Facility-Lino I>ake, located in Lino Lakes 
Minnesota^ now has a S*asaine Street Viewing Center CES trained the ' - 
inmates and staff members who work in the prograin on the use of sesame 
Street* CES spent five days at the prison training the inmatas. The 
visiting room is in operation from Si 30 a.m. - 5f30 p.m.) during thei 
weejc and on weekends. CES made contact with the Center for Community 
Design located in MinneapoLis-St . Paul and^ as a result ^ this firrn has 
VQluntaered to plan the renovation of the Sesame Street viewing area. 
CES also got in touch with the American Red Cross, which will conduct 
first aid courses for the inmates, CES will return to the institution 
to provide additional training. * 

' The Sesame Street Viewing Center prograin has been adopted by 
Englewood FCl located In Colorado which houses 500 men. At the request 
of the prison's Acting Supervisor of Education, CES apcnt four days 
training the mi^ inmates and two staff members who are involved in the 
project, Tha training sessions, each lasting four and a half hours ^ 
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focused on the utilization of Sesama Street as an educatiorial resource- 
The curriculim goals Sesaine Street were outlined and discusse^ Acti^ 
vitles and CES materials that can ba used to reinforce t-he concepts 
seen on SesaiTia Straet ware deironstrated* The program is to be supervise 

by a specialist in Education and Counseling . The visiting rooni is fully

, CEB , the John Howard Foundation and the Illinois Department of. 
Correction have developed a comprehensive plan to begin Sesame Street 
Visiting Center projects in Illinois. These, projects have received * 
partial funding and the John Howard Association is attempting to raise 
additional funds. The John Howard Association is a private non-profit 
agency involved in crimnal justice refbrm. It is anticipated that 
inlt^ially the Sesame Street Visiting .Centers will be set up in the 
facilities of Dwight (a women's prison) and Joliet (a men's prison), 
Once these two have been startGd, the plan calls ,£or expansion into 
other facilities throucrhout Illinois. CES will provide orientation 
sessions for inmates^ parents and the Department of Correction st^ff v*^ 
and will train those inmates who volunteer to be caregivers. In addition 
CES will provide on agoing technical assistance for developing and conti- 
nuing other projocta throughout Illinois. It is expected that training 
will begin shortly at the facilities at CH^icrht and Jollet.
